Mr. Rankin staled the Commission was interested in obtaining 
oat a concerning the income tax returns of Jack Rubensteip, also known as 
Jack Ruby, and Oswald as well as Mrs. Ruth Paine_of_Irsyng,_Texas, and 
that these, returns should’cover a number of .years. This will be further 
clarified with Rankin today. 

Mr. Rankin advised that the Commission was very much interested 
in the medical reports relative to the shooting of the Presid_ent,. both the results 
of t he examination at Parkland Hospital, Dallas, Texas* as well as the medical 
reports from the U._S/Naval Hospital, Bethesda, Maryland. Rankin was advised 
that the reports from the Parkland Hospital were readily available and had been 
included in one of our reports; however, the medical report from the U. S. 

Naval Hospital at Bethesda was not in the possession of the Bureau and had not 
been included inasmuch as the President’s family had indicated a desire that 
the report be kept confidential. The medical : report from the Bethesda Hospital 
I is h\ the possession of Jecret Service and can be obtained upon asking. This
